rentals in the districts of Dacca, Jalpaiguri as well as to the assessment of new 
accretions and to the revision of the rent-roll in Chit ong, 

8. The demands, collections and balances of and Revenue for the 
period are shown in the following table :— 
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4, Collections, balances, and remissions. —Qompared with the previous year, the * 
total demand increased by kts. 5,25,047 and the total collections by Rs. 8,68,352. 
The remissions decreased by Rs, 71,974, and the total balance at the 
end of the year had decreased by Rs. 2,71,331. The percentage of arrear 
collections slightly increased from 76°39 to 76°66, and absolutely they increased 


by half a lakh.” The total balance, arrear and current, outstanding at the 
close of the ard represented a percentage of 3-07 on the total demand as 
compared wit 


377 in 1898-99, Of this, 90°5 per cent. was good and 
recoverable. : 

Of the total amount of Land Revenue remitted during the year Res. 1,15,481 
related to estates held direct by Government. The romissions of grace 
amounted to Rs, 38,662, as against Rs. 1,382,264 in the preceding year. 
Rupees 16,085 were granted in Chittagong chiefly on lands laid waste by the 
storm-wave of the 24th October 1897. In other districts these remissions were, 
as usual, mostly allowed in Government estates, on account of the death, 
desertion and poverty of the reiyats, or the failure of their crops. The 
remissions of right amounted to Rs. 41,971 as against Rs. 89,511 in 1898-99, 
aud were chiefly due to diluvion, release of estates to private zamindars, and the 
acquisition of land for public purposes. The nominal remissions rose from 
Rs. 22,075 to Rs. 41,243, of which Rs. 14,256 were in Backergunge alone. 

For tho first time for a decade the gross collections have exceeded the 
current demand. The produce of a fat year has paid, as it properly should, 
the arrears of the lean ones that went before, and on the whole the work of the 
Collectors has been careful and good. 

5. Permanently-settled estates.—Out of a total demand, current and arrear, 
from estates in Class I of Rs. 3,27,06,338, the sum of Rs, 3,24,39,116 was 
realised. The percentage of the collections on the demand, after excluding 
from the latter sums the recovery of which was in suspense, and adding to 
the collections sums realised but ‘not credited during the year, amounted to 
99°44 per cent., as against 99°21 in the preceding year and 99:11 in 1897-98, 
and has not been equalled within the last twenty years, The current collections 
fell short of the standard of 99 per cent. in’ eleven districts, of which six, 
however, collected more than 98 per cent. The districts which collected less 
than 98 per cent. of the current demand were Chittarong, Noakhali, M anbhum, 
Ranchi and Darjeeling, In Darjeeling, out of a total demand of only Rs. 1,000, 
Rs. 158 was remitted, and the balance was not paid owing to a dispute regard- 
ing inheritance, Out of Rs. 11,199 due from Chittagong, Rs, 9,834 will be 
recovered under the Sale Law, Rs, 1,261 will be realised from the sale-proceeds 
of tho estates concerned, and the remainder (Rs. 104) represents petty arrears. 

In Noakhali, Rs. 11,107, out of the total balance of Rs. 11,410, is as from 

Chskla Bamni. This estate defaulted in the previous year, and has been 

» purchased by Government but not yet sottled. In Manbhum the balance of

le in execution of the decrees obtained against the Company. In Kanchi, 

s. 2,834, out of the balance of Rs. 3,441, is due from Tributary States, and a 
greater portion of it has been realised since the close of the year. 

The realisation of the arrear balances was less than 99 per cent, in fifteen 
districts. In two of these the collections exceeded 98 per cent., and in six the 
arrears were trifling. Out of the total arrear balances of Rs. 57,440, no less 
than Rs. aged is outstanding in the Patna Division, the largest defaulter 
being, as in the two provions years, the district of Shahabad (Rs, 22,369). Much 
of this amount is under recovery by certificates issued against the proprietors 
of certain mahals purchased by Government at revenue sales. It includes 
Rs. 16,057 due from one estate, Salempur Parsa, which was put up to sale, but 
for which there was no bid. The estate is reported to have suffered greatly 
from diluyion, Balances of over Rs. 1,000 were also due in the districts of 
Noakhali, Chittagong, Patna, Gaya, Darbhanga, and Manbhum. 

‘he total amount of Land Revenue remaining due from wards’ estates at 
the close of the year was Rs. 27,345, as against Rs. 56,652 in 1898-99. Nearly 
the whole of the balance in Shahabad was due from the Malula Ward’s estate 
(Rs. 6,490); and the Board have sanctioned the sale of a portion of the estate 
with a view to the payment of the revenue due to Government. The 
Licutenant-Governor would be glad to have a special report from the Board 
on this desperately embarrassed property, and on the causes of failure in the 
management during the last five years. In Purnea, Rs. 5,015 is due from the 
estate of Syed Asgar Reza, han Bahadur, which is in a state of almost 
hopeless debt and confusion. The amount due from the Churaman estate in 
Malda (Rs 4,642), nearly the whole of the sum due in Muzaffarpur (Rs, 2,544), 
and the balance on account of wards’ shares in estates in Saran (Rs. 1,579), have 
been realised since the close of the year. 

6. ZLemporarily-settied estates.—The total demand, current and arrear, 
from temporarily-settled estates, amounted to Rs. 386,89,606 as against 
Rs. 34,93,772 during the previous year, and the total collections to 
Rs. $4,81,286 as compared with Rs. 31,55,544 in 1898-99. The percentage of 
total collections on the total demand was 94°35 against 90°31 in the previous 
year and 80-96 during 1897-98. The results of collections in each subdivision 
of this class during the year under report, as well as for the preceding year, are 
given below :—

ASP he ee which has not been equalled during tho, last twenty years, 
is perhaps due partly to recent orders for improving collections in temporarily- 
settled estates, but mainly to higher prices which facilitated payments by 


the raiyats. 
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The six districts least successful in a their balances were,—Midna- 
pore, with a balance of Rs. 74,552 on settl estates ; Khulna, with a balance 
of Rs. 9,€63 on Government estates; Dacca, with a balance of Rs. 3,003 on 
Government estates ; Backergunge, with a balance of Rs, 9,840 on settled estates ; 
Shahabad, with a balance of Rs, 11,281 on Government estates ; and Malda 
with a balance of Rs. 2,100 on Government estates. But of these, Khulna and 
Dacea realised 111 and 112 per cent. on the current demand, and may present 
a clear sheet in the current year. In Midnapore, the Collector attributes the 
short collections to the default of the proprietors of the Jalamutha estate. 
These difficulties are chronic, but in 1895-96 the Collector realised 105 per 
cent. on the current demand, and there is no obvious reason why there should 
have been such serious default last year. In the other three districts tho out- 
standings are relatively small. The Collectors of Backergunge and Shahabad 
have been so successful in other matters that the Linetebeed Ccacene is dis- 
appointed to find they have not done better here. In this, as in all branches 
ofa Collector’s work, attention to detail is of the first importance. The 
Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to see the special report that has been 
called for from Malda. 

As in the three previous years, the Collector of the district of Hooghly 
failed to collect 50 per cent. of the current demand in private estates 
leased to farmers whose continual defaults point to the probable necessity of 
action-being taken to eject them with a view to the management of the 
property direct. 

7. states held direct by Governmnt,—Dauring the year under report there 
were altogether 2,866 estates held direct by Government, of which 2,625 
were owned by Government as proprietor and 241 were private estates 
under Government management. The current demand increased from 
Rs. 39,02,484 to Rs. 41,014,753, and the total demand from Rs. 47,57,376 to 
Rs, 51,70,021, out of which Rs. 42,44,889, or 82°15 per cent., were collected, 
and Rs. 1,15,431 remitted, leaving an unrealised balance of Rs. 8,09,701, or 
Rs, 25,028 loss than in the previous year. 

The general results are compared below with those of the previous year

This is a marked and valuable improvement on last year. Tho standard 
in both classes of estates was, however, reached or exceeded in only 17 districts 
as compared with 18 in 1898-99. 

In the Resolution of last year, Government animadverted on the poor 
current collections in the districts of Patna, Jalpaiguri, Balasore, and Palamau,. 
This year, the collections in the first two districts have tly improved, in 
Jalpaiguri mainly owing to a change in the method of r ising arrears, and in 
Patna probably owing to careful supervision, The heaviest balances are in 
the districts which aresnamed in the table below. A comparison has been 
made with the balances and the standard of collection in the same districts in 
the or 1895-96, the year preceding the famine and one of generally normal 
conditions, 
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was largely exceeded. The total expenditure appexrs to have been about 
Rs. 5,75,000, insteal of Rs, 4,92,570; but the arrangements now made will 
prevent excessive expenditure in the future, The Lieutenant-Governor has 
read with pleasure that the raiyuts of the Ahus ma/als of Chandkhali and 
Mohamadabad in Khulna voluntarily contributed considerable sums to supple- 
ment the Government contributions for a bridge, roads and a dispensary in the 
neighbourhood. ‘This practical appreciation of the benefits of a dispensary 
is gratifying. 

17. Inspection ¢f Accounts.—The usual inspections were made of the 
registers and accounts of the Government estates, but no material irregularities 
were brought to lignt, 

18. Condition «f the raiyate—The year was, generally speaking, one of 
good crops and high prices for food grains; and in Bengal proper the raiyats 
of the shas mahais shared in the general prosperity. ‘here was however a 
scanty autumn rainfall in Orissa and Chota Nagpur, and the poorer cultivators 
in Rhurda, Pari, Banki, and Angul, and in all the districts of Chota Nagpur, 
underwent some hard-hip. In Shahabad and Monghyr also the year was less 
prosperous than usual, Relief was given in the four affected estates in Orissa, 
and Chota Nagpur. 

19. Survey and Selllements.—The survey and settlement work in the 
province generally has, as usual, been separately reviewed in detail for the year 
ending 80ch September 1599 in Government Resolution No. 581T.—R , dated 
26th May 1900. 

In Government and temporarily-settled estates, 134 original settlements, 
3,609 re-set:]( ments, and 170 summary settlements were completed during the 
year, with a net inc:ease of revenue, amounting to Rs, 4,44,180, due chiefly 
to original settlements in the Sundarbans, and to re-settlements in Orissa, - 
Backergunge and Noakhali. ; 

In the usual forecast of increases of revenue expected frem revision of 
settlement and other causes combined for the six years ending 1903-1904, the 
total increase of Rs. 4,59.649 was anticipated in the demand of the year under 
review, but the actual increase obtained was Rs. 4,62,362, or about Ks. 3,000 
in excess of the estimate, as finally passed by Government. 

20, Land Regisiratin.—The total number of upplications for  regis- 
tration in the Collector’s Register of Land Revenue slightly increased. 

The Officiating Commissioner of Patna, Mr. Hare, has pointed out that 
it is not clear, what the entries in the statement hitherto annually suluitted 
really are, and the Licutenant-Governor agrees with the Board, that the ques- 
tion should be considered afresh, with a view to an attempt being nade to 
obtain figures compiled on the same principle in every district. His Honour 
will awaita full report on the subject from the Board. 

The re-writing of Register D of intermediate mutations has now been 
completed in #6 districts. The number of separate accounts continues to 
increase at a great rate, 

21. Parttions.—Partition work is of great importance in the three 
Divisions of Patna, Bhagulpur and Dacca, and the statistics of the cases 
instituted and disposed of there are given below :— 
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The number of cases instituted decreased in the Patna Division by 15, 
in the Bhaga'pur Livision by 9, and in the Dacca Division by 8. The disposals 
fell off in the Patna and Dacca Divisions. 
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In Darbhanga and Saran the proceedings in 57 and 20 cases, respectively, 
have been stayed, pending the completion of the survey operations. Little 
progress appears to have been made in the latter district during the year, 

In the Dacca Division the decrease in the number of institutions and 
disposals is attributed to the passing of the New Estates Partition Act, V (B.C.) 
of 1897. The Lioutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction that much atten- 
tion was given by Mr. Savage, the Commissioner, to this branch of coliectorate 
work, and that in the opinion of the Board it is now well in hand in the 
Division. ‘ 

Forty applications were strack off under section 11 of the Act, 

The Board have, in response to.a call from Government, obtained informa- 
tion from the Commissioners and District Officers about the effect of the pre- 
paration of a previous record of rights under the new Act in preventing the 
occurrence of undue enhancements of raiyats’ ront; and they observe :— 

“The Act has not been long enough in force to enable any definite conclusions to be 
drawn from what has happened in the cases in which partitions have been completed under 
the new Act, but they believe there can be little doubt that the euhancements which occurred 
under the old Act will now be a thing of the past.” 


The average cost per acre of partitions completed during the year varied 
from Re. 1-1-2 in Patna to Annas 4-6 in Rajshahi. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that the Board are preparing a scheme 
for securing uniformity of practice and simplification in the keeping of parti- 
tion accounts. ; 

22. Land Acquisition—Daring the-year the Board confirmed the proceed- 
ings ‘conneeted with the acquisition of 3,264 acres, at a cost of a little over 
9{ lakus. The details appear from the list below :—

The average cost per acre amounted to Rs. 300, or omitting specially 
costly projects, Rs, 143. The corresponding figures of the previous yeax were 
Rs. 194 and Rs, 125. ‘The most important railway projects in progress at the end 
of the year are the Hajipur-Katihar extension of the Tirhut State Railwa in the 
districts of Monghyr and Bhagalpur; the Barun-Daltonganj Railway in Pilon 
and Gaya; the Singjani-Jagannathganj extension of the Mymensingh-Singjani- 
Jagannathgunj Railway in Mymensingh; the Santragachi-Howrah section 
and the Shalimar Branch of the Bengal Nagpur Railway; the Brahmaputra — 
Sultanpur Branch of the Eastern Bengal State Railway in the districts of 
Bogra and Rangpur; the Eastern, Western and Southern extensions of the 
Bengal Duars Railway in the districts of Rangpur and Jal aiguri; the Sant- 
rabari extension of the Cooch Behar State Railway; and the Jharia Branch 
line from Kharagpur to Midnapore. Bed in the town and suburbs 
of Calcutta were in progress, 255 acres being taken up, for which Rs, 3,89,248 
was paid as compensation for the land and buildings thereon. 

23. Kanungos and Patwaris.—The Board’s further report, on the intro- — 
duction of the Patwari system into Orissa for the maintenance of the settlement 
records has been received, and is being dealt with by Government. Pendin

Land Improvement Loans Act, X[X of 1883, the sum of Rs. 1,60,630 was 
allotted for distribution, of which owing to the favourable crops of the year 
only Rs, 55,588 was actually disbursed, as against Rs, 35,268 in the preceding 
ear. | 
. The report does not clearly distinguish between advances under the 
modified (famine; Rales of 1896-97, and those made under the ordinary rules, 
and it weuld appear that in some cases ‘the sums granted under the former rules 
have been excluded from this return. The percentage of collections is reported 
to have fallen from 80 to 73, and the results were unsatisfactory in Bankura, 
Hooghly, Rajshahi, Backerganj, Chittagong, Gaya, Shahabad, Saran, Cham- 
paran, Muzaffarpur, and Monghyr. Famine in the Chota Nagpur Division 
accounts for the poor collections there; and in the case of some other districts 
artial explanations have been given. These loans are however in theory given, 

requently in large sums, to perfectly solvent men of position after careful 
enquiry, and the Lieutenant-Governor is afraid that the poor results obtained 
in a year of at least normal prompesty over the greater part of the province 
point to a certain remission of activity, which he trusts will not continue. 

25. Advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act,—A total sum of Rs, 67,489 
was advanced under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act,

The Lieutenant-Governor is constrained to express great disappointment 
with these results; though in some districts the collections were very good, 
notably in Nadia, Shahabad, Saran, Cuttack, Hazaribagh, and Manbhura, yet 
in others they were poor to a degree that requires explanation. In Bankura 
they were only 53 per cent. of the demand,in Muzaffarpur 45 per cent., in 
Bhagalpar 50 per cent., and in Gaya and ag sae they fellas low as 44 and 
38 per cent., Ses wires In Kangpur and Pabna also the small amounts 
outstanding were not collected in fuil. Itis desired that the Board will give 
their attention to these apparent failures, which point either to want of energy 
in collection, or the existence of Jocal distress which has not been brought to 
the notice of Government. The Board has separately been asked to consider 
the desinability of bringing the /akavi registers and the annual returns into closer 
harmony. 

26. Relations between landlordund tenant.—The Board lias again submitted 
a careful and most interesting report on the relations between landlords atid 
tenants in the various Divisions of the Province, They repeat the opinion 
which they expressed last year, thatthe old patriarchal.aud generally friendly 
relations are fast passing away, and that this change is resented and strenuously 
resisted by the zamindars; and they are convinced that though the period of 
transition will last for several years to come and show similar results, the raiyats 
will eventually be able to secure, and to hold against all comers, the strong 
legal position which the Bengal Tenancy Act has given them, 

After enumerating the most striking casos of disturbance in the relations 
between the zamindars and their raiyats they proceed :— 

“The Commissioner (Burdwan) thinksmuch more might be done than is now done towards 
bringing landlords to a propor sense of their duties by withholding titles from those whose 
ainla have been convicted of offences of this kind, by withdrawing titles once given, and by a. 

standing order that the arms’ licenses of any zamindar whose servants are so convicted 
* shall be cancelled and their renewal withheld for five or ten years. The Board, without 
committing themselves to the approval of any hard-and-fast-rule, believe that possibly some- 
thing might be done by Guvernment to supplement.the action of the Criminal Courts, or to 
replace it where they fail, as is frequently the case where rich zamindars are concerned, to 
whom tho heavy expenditure on litigation is no deterrent.” 
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The Lieutenant-Governor would be glad if the Board of Revenue would 
report to him at the time cases, in which violence or fraud on the part of 
landlords have been brought to their notice. He notices with marked approval 
the prompt action taken by the Collector of Rangpur in punishing and 
preventing agrarian disputes in his district, but it is essential that such action, 
if it is to be effective, should be prompt, and a description of the misdeeds 
of landlords in the pages of an annual report is apt to be too late tp be of 
practical valne in specific instances, 

27. The Bengal Tenancy Act—The Bengal Tenancy Act is generally 
reported to have worked smoothly, The working of ‘some of its most 
important sections in the various Divisions of the Province is shown below :— 
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The Board observe that although particular causes may deter landlords and 
tenants from resorting more freely to the provisions of particular sections of 
the Act, there is no doubt that the Act, as a whole, is increasingly appreciated 
by all classes owning and cultivating land. The Licutenant-Governor is not 
prepared to insist that the above table would seem to point to an opposite 
conclusion, inasmuch as it is possible that voluntary contracts are conforming 
more and more to the rene of the Act. 


A careful watch should be kept by the Board on the working of the 
appriisement sections, with a view to ascertain what, if any, amendments are 
required in order to prevent the ex’sting provisions of the law being abused 
by unscrupulous landlords. 

The questions of legislation for the amendment of the Chota Nagpur 
Landlord and ‘Tenant Procedure Act I (B.C.) of 1879, so far as the districts © 
of Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Palamau and Singhthum are concerned, and the 
extension of the Bengal Tenancy Act to the district of Manbhum, are under 
the consideration of Government. 

28. Lent Suits.—The number of suits tried in Revenue Courts under the 
provisions of Acts X of 1859 and I (B.C,) of 1879 during the years 188-99 and 
1899-1900 are compared below:—

‘Lhe general opinion of the Associations was that the 
Commission should consider the question of the present and future manage- 
ment of the Calcutta Port Trust me draw up a scheme for the more efficient 
and economical management of its affairs, The arguments advanced by the 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce were that the efficient management of the Port 
‘Trust is a matter of cardinal importance to the Commercial community, and 
to the public geueraily : that there is, at present, an absence of that confidence 
in the administration of the Port Trust which it is essential should exist: and,’ 
that a Commission would, in addition to disclosing any weak points which 
might exigt, probably restore public cuntidence. The Chamber of Commerce 
were also of opinion that a Commission would, probably, bring prominently ‘to 
light the good work which has been done, and the additional fucilities which 
have been provided for trade gencrally, during the last twenty years. 

2. ‘The evidence which has, so far, been brought before the Lieutenant- 
Governor does not lead him to question the efficiency of the administration of 
the Culcutta Port Trust; but, in view of the unanimous request for a com- 
mission of enquiry, His Honour accepts the recommendation of the Calcutta 
‘Trades’ Association and the Bengal Chambcr uf Commerce and of the other 
representative bodies. When the administration of a public body has been 
publicly challenged, it is best, in all interests, that the matter should be 
thoroughly sifted. Further, it is desirable, from time to time, to réview the 
position of all considerable undertakings, and this appears to be a suitable 
lime to consider and review the position of the Port Trust. The great Capital 

* Works of the Trust, so far as they can be foreseen, are approaching comple- 
tion. A very rapid increase in the demand on the appliances of the Port thas 
tuken place during the last few years, and there is no doubt that a discussion,

- the lodging-houses, and 244 wells of different descriptions bbe ch grt io 
Dt and disinfected. Two important tanks are also reported to have 
been cleaned out during the year. In Garhbeta, in the district of Mid- 
' napore, the water-supply is not considered to be sufficient, and the construction 
| of anew well has been sanctioned to meet the wants of the locality, At 
| Ulubaria, too, there is only one tank which affords good drinking-water to 
_ the public, and another such tank is badly wanted there. Nothing was spent 
_ during the year to remove this want. It is reported that since the close of the 
_ year the excavation of one tank has been commenced, but that the progress 
of the work is being greatly retarded by party dissensions in the town. 
Factions in such a matter are an absurdity, and it rests with the local 
- officers to see that any such obstacles are promptly removed. “ 
Local works.—A circular was issued towards the close of the year requirin 
the Lodging-house Committees, like other local bodies, to append to the ann 
. reports, a brief summary of local works undertaken by them. The most im- 
; t of these was in , where four masonry drains are reported to have 
n constructed at a total cost of Rs, 3,359. 

On the whole, the Act appears to have been worked satisfactorily durin 
the year in all the places where it was in force, Now that throug 
- railway communication has been established by the Bengal-Nagpur Railway 

Company, it is considered that the chatties along the Jagannath toad will be 
little used by the o aio and, in view of this fact, the Magistrate of 
Cuttack suggests the abolition of these*roadside chatties and the provision in . 
_ their places of public dharmasalas built on sanitary principles. He also sug- 
_ gests that there should be one joint fund for the three districts of Cuttack, Puri 
and Balasore.

Report on Plague in Calcutta from its first appearance to 30th June 1900. 
In order that the experience of plague which has beon gained in Caleutia 


-during the last three years might be summarised and presented in a convenient 


form, the Chairman of the Corporation was in June 1900 requested by 
Government to submit a report tracing the history and progress of the disease « 
from its commencement. ‘I'his report has now been received. It deals with 
the progress of plague from the first outbreak to 30th June 1900, and includes 
the reports which have from time to time been drawn up by the Medical 
Officers apointed for the purpose of dealing with the disease. 

2, History of plague in Calcutta,—The history of the disease in its various 
stages is as follows, 

Tn September 1896, almost coincidently with the outbreak of the disease 
in Bombay, a certain number of cases occurred in Calcutta which were regarded 
as suspicious, ‘hese, however, after considerable discussion, were declared by 
the Medical Board appointed by Government not to be cases of genuine 
plague; and the definite recognition of the disease was postponed for another 
year and-a-half. ' 

The first known case of plague in Calcutta, was discovered in April 1898, 
and at the end of that month the city was declared infected. It continued so 
until October of the same year, when cases ceased to be reported, and the city ° 


was accordingly declared free from plague. During these six months the 


attacks and deaths reported were 280 and 192, respectively. The outbreak 


_ therefore cannot be said to have been epidemic as that word is commonly 


understood. * 
During the next four months the disease remained quiescent. Some few

_ was again infected. This outbreak lasted until the end of June 1899, and 
during these four months 1,336 cases and 1,223 deaths from plague were 


rted. It is, however, the decided opinion of both the Medical Officers who 
deal with this period that the above figures by no means represent the actual 
mortality for which plague was responsible; and in this opinion the Chairman 


| concurs. What the true plague mortality was can only be conjectured. There 
i appears to have been extensive concealment of cases, and the estimates of the 
| authorities vary, the largest being slightly over 3,000. Tho highest mortality 
was reached in March and April. From April onwards it fell rapidly, and in 
June the total mortality was again normal,

The striking feature of the above table is the continued prominence’ of 

Ward No, V, Jorabagan, and this is still more noticeable when the figures for 
the latest period, Piabh aoek for more than all the other periods together, are 
examined. This is not accounted for by the population of the ward, which, 
though large, is not greater than that of Ward No. 1X, and is less than that of. 
Wards Nos, VI, VII and XXII. Daring that period no loss than 1,555 cases 
occurred in Ward No. V, or more than the total of any other two wards 
together. 
a local charaeteristics Of this ward ‘merit accordingly a brief descrip- 
tion; and a sufficiently striking one is, supplied by the report of the Health 
Officer of Calcutta for 1896. Writing of the southern portion of the ward 
Dr. Simpson said :— ¥ 

“Every ono T have taken over the area, . . . is unanimous in condemning it os unfit 
for human habitation and a source of danger to the town. . . . The narrow, ill-ventilated 
stroots; the passages to which neither light nor fresh air have access; the filthy condition of 
both; the close proximity of the bous:s to one another, and their overcrowded state, combine 
to form conditions which render proper sanitation impossible, It is a standing menace to the 
rest of the city ; and should plague once obtain a firm footing in this quarter, which is the 
worst I am acquainted with in any city I have soon, there is every likelihood of the disease 
becoming endemic.” é 

This description is endorsed by the present Health Officer and by the 
Chairman, who, in concludivg his history of the epidemics by commenting on 
the state of this area, remarks that “at the present time signs are not wanting 
that there may be an epidemic of greater intensity yet to come,” * 

4. Precautionary measures —Vhe history of the measures adopted to deal 
with plaguein Calcutta is brief and simple. Z 

When plague attacked Caleutta in 1898, certain measures had been 
formulated by expert authority wnd prescribed for general adoption thoughout 
India the Supreme Government. Their leading features were carefully 
enforced death registration, house-to-house visitation, segregation of the

. Compulsory removal to hospital and segregation were accordingly abolished, 
and have since remained so, ‘The policy which has been followed. from that 
time to the present, and which has been recently reaffirmed by the Indian 

- Plague Commission and the Government of India, is that of making every 
effort to obtain information of cases, and of inducing the people to accept the 
measures which experience has indicated to be of most avail in preventing the 

of the disease. Of these the principal, in fact practically the only. one 

_ generally used in Calcutta, has been disinfection. 

5. Information of plague cases.—The Chairman examines in detail the steps 
which have been taken to obtain information of cases, and the measure of 
success which has attended them. Such measures as house-to-house visitation 
and the offer of rewards for information of cases have never been even 

ted in Calcutta; nor have penalties for not volunteering information been 
orced, except in occasional instances. Volunteer agencies have in many 
instances done most valuable work, but tie task of reporting cases is not one 

‘with which they have been able to cope, except to a limited extent. The 
work of ascertaining cases has therefore Repaired almost entirely upon the 
officors of the Plague Department. ‘Their enquiries are prosecuted as follows. 

At the central registration office an abstract is made daily of the deaths 
in each of the districts into which for plague administrative purposes Calcutta 

- is divided, and the list is sent to the District Medical Officer. He scrutinises 
this list with reference to the details of each case given in it and the character 
of the locality from which it is reported; and an investigation is ordered 

all cases which it is thought probable may be cases of plague. Enquiries 
are then conducted on the spot, in a manner of which a full and interesting 
description is given in Major Deane’s report. When such information as can 
be extracted has been collected, the District Medical Officer enters the case 
either as ‘‘plague,” ‘ suspicious,” or ‘“ not suspicious” according to the evidence ; 
and it is dealt with or left alone accordingly. Major Deane mentions that the 
people themselves give no information of sickness during: life, and that living 
cases are found chiefly through the dead, that is, in the course of the enquiries 

_ described above. : 

The absence of mention of living cases seen by officers of the Department 
is a noticeable feature of the reports for 1898 and 1899. From January to 
June 1899, out of a total of 2,029 plague or suspicious cases, only 26 were seen 
alive. In the first six months of 1900, on the other hand, 1,409 living cases 
were seen out of 7,897 reported. 

From the beginning of June, however, a new feature of some significance 
has appeared in the weekly returns. This is the close approximation of the 

~ number of cases with the number of deaths. In the 20 weeny returns from 
2nd June to the 13th October, the numbers have been identical in 9, and in 

none of the remainder have the figures differed by more than 4. The total 
numbers were 1,895 and 1,879, respectively. If these figures were correct, 
they would denote that wer oe case of plague terminates fatally. This 
is, of course, not the truth. ughly speaking, the proportion of plague 

_ attatks which end in death is 80 per cent. If, thon, it may be assumed that all 

- deaths due to plague have been traced, these figures would indicate that during 

_ he period in question some 470 cases ending in recovery escaped discovery.

cases are not discovered, the work of disinfection must be incomplete. af 

This emphasizes the importance of the more widely exten ied process of 
disivfecting, which is referred to below as “extra disinfection.” In the mean- 
time the Lieutenant-Governor desires that the Chairman and the Special Health 
Officer will submit the special reports which were called for some weeks ago, 
and lay before Government the measures they propose to adopt in order to 
ensure the prompt discovery of all attacks of the diséase, whether fatal or not. 

6. Disinfection.—Ot the recognised preventives against plague, disinfection 
has been practically the only one on which-reliance has been placed in Calcutta, 

The procedure throughout has been to disinfect every room in which 
either a case of ascertained plague or a case suspected to be plague has occurred, 
‘’'hus, between January and June 1899, only 1,336 cases of ascertained plague 
were reported, but 4,750 premises were disinfected, And since February 1900 
this policy has been extended to the disinfection of whole bustees or streets 
in any part of which a case of plague had occurrod. During the period with 
which ‘the present report deuls, the demands upon the time of the Medical 
Officers and disinfecting Inspectors were too great to allow of mtch being done 
in this matter; but since the subsidence of the epidemic at the close of this 
yeriod great efforts have been made to extead it as much as possible, in the 
ins of exterminating the plague bacillus during the dormant period from its 
chosen habitations. In 1900, up to the 8th September, 42,314 rooms have been 
subjected to this “extra disinfection.” 

In carrying out these measures, the Chairman rightly observos that the 

Jue of the influence of men of local standing is enormous. He quotes three 
instances in which local opposition was readily overcome by invoking the aid 
of the land-owners, Raja Binoy Krishna Bahadur, Maharaja Bahadur Sir 
Narendra Krishna, and Babu Sarat Chandra Mukerji, respectively. The cordial 
thanks of Government are uue to these gentlemen for their enlightened and 
public-spirited co-operation, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the 
example they have set may be taken to heurt by all gentlemen of position in 
Calcutta, to whom a like opportunity may be offered. 

How far disinfection is efficacious in preventing the spread of plague is 
a question upon which judgment must for the present be deferred The 
experience of the approaching cold weather, following upon these extensive 
disinfection operations, may be expected to supply meterials for more conclusive 
inferences than ean at present be drawn. 

Major Deane, who has made disinfoction his especial study, discusses in a 
careful and impartial manner the actual results hitherto obtained from it; and, 
while frankly edmitting thé difficulty of eliminating from calculation the 
influence of unknown and complicating factors, comes to the important conclu: 
sion that a room in which plague cases have been lying for several days may 
be occupied with perfect safety after disinfection as soon even as the operators 
have left the scene. ‘Uhis conclusion is arrived at after observations of a lar 
number of cases, of which several are described in detail in Major Deane’s report, 
und two typical instances of which deserve notice. They are as follows :— 

In Kali Bazar 10 cases of plague occurred between 2nd February and — 
20:h March 1900. It was deciled to attempt to check the further progress of 
the disease by disinfection on a large scale, and the inhabitants were persuaded, 
with considerable difticulty, to consent to this Thirty large godowns were 
accordingly ‘emptied of their contents, and, with the verandahs attached to 
thom, were entirely disinfected, the operations lasting six days, - iy

in which the infected houses were situated: ‘The disease, however, continued 
to spread from one block to another, eleven cases occurring in three weeks, At 
the end of this period, the entire bustee, except one house, was disinfected ; 
and since that date no more cases have occurred in it. 4 

Major Deane’s conclusion is that the first seven cases (two of which 
occurred in disinfected rooms) are accounted for by a common source of 
infection; that the infection was being slowly disseminated, and that it was 
ultimately suppressed by the completion of the disinfecting operations, 

. Other instances are cited to the same effect. In spite of the recurrence of 
a certain number of cases in houses already disinfected, which may be ascribed 
either to incomplete disinfection or to the second patient having already 
contracted the disease at the time of the disinfecting operations, the result is a 
decided, if not conclusive, preponderance of evidence that disinfection, when 
carried out on as large a scale as possible, is a useful and efficacious preventive 
agency. 

In the opinion of the Lieutenant-Governor this conclusion had been 

_ indicated by facts observed at the opening of the current year; and he has 
watched with + interest its subsequent progress towards confirmation. 
Disinfection is the only preventive measure which it is practicable to work on 
alargescale in Calcutta. The results obtained from it so far have been 
promising, and give at least some grounds for the hope that if another attack 
cannot be avoided, it may be materially mitigated. 

7 Characteristics of Plague in Caleutta.—To the nature of the disease 
itself and the methods by which it is spread Major Deane devotes a discussion 
which is doubtless of interest and value to experts, By the general reader its 
leading feature will probably be considered to be the absence of definite 
conclusions. The characteristics selected by Major Deane for special remark 
are the very low contagious and infectious properties which the disease has 
displayed ; and in perusing the reports the reader cannot fail to be struck by 
the remarkable contrast which both the mortality figures of the present 
visitation and the descriptive passages supplementing them present to the 
records of the various epidemics which depopulated in earlier times the regions 
they visited. 

8. Attitude of the people—The attitude of the people towards the disease 
and towards the measures adopted to deal with it is now well known. I¢ has 
throughout been the principal factor which has had to be considered in dealing 
with the disease. Where the incidence of plague ‘has been really severe, the 
people have readily given information to the plague authorities and have sought 
their aid. They have also to some extent, following the prescription of D 0e, 
taken refuge from it in flight. But when once the virulence of an .epidemic 
has abaied and the fear of death is no longer before their eyes, their attitude 
has throughout been one, if not of actual hostility, at least of entire indifference 
to precautionary measures and unwillingness to undergo the slightest present 
inconyenience in order to guard againt future calamity. It is this attitude 
which has, been the perpetual obstacle in dealing with plague in Calcutta. Of 
this the Government cannot complain. It is human nature that precaution and 
help should lessen as anxieties abate. The plague officers must calmly and 
patiently persevere, at least they are no longer opposed, That the original 
animosity and suspicion of the people have been so remarkably changed, is due 
to the unsparing energy and unfailing tact of the officers to whom the adminis- 
tration of plague in Calcutta has been entrusted. 

9, Among these officers the thanks of Government are, in the first place, 
due to Mr. Greer and Mr. Bright, successively Chairmen of the Corporation. 
Mr, Greer held that office when plague first appeared in 1898, and on him fell 
the heavy and anxious task of organising the original measures for dealing 
with it. His success in securing public confidence and support, and: in speedily 
allaying the first unreasoning panic, have deserved the warm encomiums of 
Government, From November 1898 Mr. W. R. Bright was in charge 
aphipiegne measures for almost the whole period during which they have 

sn in force, They have imposed upon him, in addition to duties already 
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sufficiently onerous, a burden heayy en in 1 
the energies and capabilities of the most ienced administrator. The 
have throughout been carried out by him with sound judgment and with 
untiring industry. The strain thus entailed upon him has recently resulted 
in the breakdown of his health, and his consequent resignation of the post of 

i ; and his loss will be severely felt in plague administration both by 
Government and by the community with which he has had to deal. 

The medical supervision of plague measures has, during the greater and P 
the most trying part of the period under notice, rested with Major Deane, 
r.A.M.c, The Chairman ps a well-deserved tribute to the admirable way 
‘in which he has managed his department, and the Lieutenant-Governor has 
much pleasure in heartily endorsing the Chairman’s opinion. Dr. Neild Cook 
and Major Green, 1.M.8., dealt successfully with plague administration at a time 
when the disease, though less severe in its incidence, was, owing to its novelt ; 
more alarming and more difficult to deal with than in its later stages. The 
District Medical Officers, Drs. Pettifer, Hossack, Justice, Pearse, and Crake, 
have done admirable work throughout ; and the gratifying fact that the subordi- 
nate staff are said to have worked excellently is doubtless to be attributed in 
great part to the supervision of these officers, 

uch assistance has been rendered by private gentlemen. In 1899 the 
Ward Committees of Wards 2, 5, 6, 7 and 22 are reported to have been 
Specially useful. Similar Committees are now being reconstituted on a new 
basis, and it is hoped that they will be of great assistance in future. 

Of individuals, Mr. Abdur Rahman, Khan Bahadur, Rai Harayram Goenka 
Bahadur, Rai Kailash Chunder Bose Bahadur, c1.,, Babu Jadu Nath Set, Dr. 
M. N. Banerji, Babu Lal Bihari Baisakh, Mr. J. ©. Dutt, Pandit Keshab Prosad 
Miser, the Rey. J. Ashton and Dr, Hari Das Haldar are specially mentioned 
having given general assistance to the authorities. Mr. John ird, Manager 
of the Union Jute Mills, did valuable work in securing the disinfection of the 
quarters occupied by his employés, and has already received the special thanks 

of Government.
